20. 

In a bulletin to the local hoards an- 
nouncing this call. Major Rhodl I 
said: 

"In filling this call Which is an- 
nounced herein the local boards of the 
State of Kentucky are placed In a po- 
sition Where the result of the success- 
ful entralnment of this large Incre- 
ment of n^-n will determine every 
weak point in the machinery of the 
Selective Service organization In the 
State. You are today swamped with

cessfully. ar.il with the mailing out Ol 
the Questionnaires to those men who 
legistered and who were between the 
ages of l!i and 37. My local board:- 
huve never yet failed on any task, no 
natter how great it may have been, 
and I look to you today with confi- 
dence that, otthough you have inure 
work today than ever before, this 
large call which is the largest single 
call ever announced by this otflC'3 w ill 
bo filled without a deficiency on the 
part of any local board."

llalg Strikes For Hoiinl as French and 
British Take Villages Near St. 
Qncntln— Vunks Take 
Prisoners. 

With the American Army In Franco, 
September 23— American troops raid- 
ed the enemy lines In the neighbor- 
hood of llnumont vlllnge. in the cen- 
ter of the new line across the St. Mi- 
hlel salient, capturing 25 prisoners. 
One unit attacked llnumont ItBolf. It 
had shnrp fighting In the village, tak- 
ing 2U prisoners and killing and 
wounding some 40 more Oermnns. The 
prisoners were members of a Jaeger 
battalion, formerly stationed at Met*. 
American patrols have discovered 
enemy trenches and a machine gun 
emplacement south of Dommartln, In 
the Kriemhlld line. The enemy con- 
tinues work all along this front.

London, September 23 — British 
troops, striking toward Oounl, north- 
ern keypnlnt of the new I linden hurt 
line, progressed on a front or about 
three quarters of, a mile east of Oav- 
relle— five and a half miles northensi 
of Arras— last night. Field Marshal 
Haig announced today. 

The Germans temporarily penetrat- 
ed the British lines near BerthaUCOtirt 
— four miles northwest of St. Quentin 
— early in the evening, but were 
driven out by a counter-attack. 

The British also advanced between 
Yendhuille and Yillers (luislnin. tak- 
ing a number of strong points nnd 
some prisoners. 

London. September 23 — Allied 
troops In Mnredonln have cut the rail- 
way from Orndsko to Philip, accord- 
ing to the Serbian official communi- 
que received here today. 

The Cskup-Sntlonlka Railway alsc 
has been cut. thus stopping all sup 
plies to the Bulgarians on the whole 
65-mile front , from phillp eastward 
to the Lake Doiran region. 

Paris. September 23 — French troops 
yesterday and last night made notable 
progress in their drive for the encir- 
clement of St. Quentin. They push 
ed in far on the south and captured 
the village and fort of Yendeuil, close 
to the Oise, nine miles southeast of 
St. Quentin, today's wer office an- 
nouncement shows. From Yendeuil 
the French pushed on to the river 
.North of Ly Montnine they penetrated 
the wood in the direction of Hina- 
court.

Mayor Russell is in receipt of 11 
communication from Douglas L Dun- 
bar, Secretary of the Committee on 
National Tribute to Italians request- 
ing the co-operation of the cltlzeiiB or 
the city In celebrating Columbus Day 
October 12th In honor of our Italian 
Allies. 

Mr. Dunbar In his rommunicntlon 
says: "Aside from the sympathetic 
relations which exist between llaly 
and America as faithful allies In the 
great struggle agaliiBt the brutal Teu- 
ton domination, our people have a 
special Interest In cultivating friend- 
ship With "The Crow ned Republic." as 
Italy has been called. Our large Ital- 
ian population can be impressed by 
American Ideas through our generous 
appreciation of the great pnrt their 
country is taking In the war. We are 
lighting with Italy upon her soil but 
we owe It also to Italy to give her at 
this critical moment, when German 
Intrigue Is still at work, both there 
and here, the valuable support of our 
admiration and good-will.

and of the Italian War Relief Fund of 
America are hoping that the 12th ol 
October (Columbus Day) will be made 
the occasion of a nnllon-wlde tribute 
to Italy.

GOVERNMENT AT THE WHEEL 



Wo ore learning much, ami shall 
learn much more in the future, {run 
(ireat Britain's handling of her pro- 
blems in economic and commercial 
readjustment since the beginning "f 
the war. 

A recent report shows vividly how 
far some of these processes have gone 
ami indicates to some extent how 
British business reached to tbe new 
conditions. 

England today "controls" more thrn 
5,000 industrial plants. This control 
does not nffect the management ' ii 
only profit and labor. All profit if 
such companies in excess of p r 
cent, beyond the average met ear •- 
Iiiks of the two financial yearr lie ;t 
before the war are to paid to tli Go - 
eminent Exchequer. 

"The Government of Great Britain," 
says the report, "decides today iVhat 
may be exported and what may 1 > n- 
ported, how much beer shall be 1 re V- 
ed, how much Hour the miller shall 
extract from the wheat, what sweats 
shall be manufactured, how much su- 
gar may be used in icing on cakes, 
how much the individual shall I • >r 
potatoes. The Government d M r< -s 
that it is an extravannace and : I n- 
ace to the safety of the Empire fcr a 
customer to buy. or a storckei net to 
sell, an ouce of chocolate that costs 
more than six cents, or an} other 
sweetmeat that costs mnr • than four 
cents an ounce. The candy manufac- 
turers have been prohibited din-inn 
1917 from tisitiB for confeotionary 
more than fill per cent, of the amount 
of supar used by them during 1S15. 
Not n commodity, not an industry but 
has come under the control of an om- 
niscient Government. Tbe manufac- 
turer carries on his ordiuarp busi- 
ness. The Government has decided 
that it is an essential industry to the 
country. A man buys a new woolen 
garment. Tbe Government has Riven 
permission for the wool to be sold for 
private consumption. He buys a note- 
book. The Government has granted 
a license for tbe importation of the 
paper. He buys a pocket ciKar light- 
er. The Government has collected a 
ax of twelve cents on It. Many thing! 
he cannot buy at all. 

"Owners of uncontrolled establish- 
ments are not much freer, but are per- 
mitted to retain 40 per cent, of excess 
war profits, whereas owners of con- 
trolled establishments must band over 



all but 20 per cent, to the Govern- 
ment. 

"Automobile manufacturers have 
suffered very little for the reason that 
although they not not allowed to man- 
ufacture pleasure cars, they have de- 
voted their equipment very largely to 
tbe making of trucks, engines for 
aeroplanes and to other essential 
work. 

"Because of control of industries 
through prohibition of employment of 
certain classes, restriction of use of 
raw materials, priority and other 
measures, business In Great Britain 
baa found it necessary to Intensify Its 
selling as well as its manufacturing. 
Many concerns have found themsel- 
ves within the scope of the govern- 
ment control prohibiting employment 
of males between the ages of IS and 
01. Since this restriction applied to 
selling as well as to manufacturing, 

some oilier means were necessary to 
maintain distribution. For this and 
other reasons advertising In many 
lines has been forced to take the place 
of personal selling".

Spirit of Cooperation Is Excellent, 
Declares Lieut, rani Berthler, of 
French Ordnance Engineers. 



Everyone works and there is a line 
spirit of cooperation among the peo- 
ple of {Trance, according to Lieut. Paul 

Berthler ami oilier officers of the mis- 
sion of French ordnance engineers in 
America, where they are engaged in 

important work for the French Gov- 
ernment. 

Men, women, and children are all 
gladly doing their part to free the 
land from the invader, and although 
long hours are the rule, there Is no 
complaint, for everyone realizes that 
the task must be accomplished ami 
t lint only by supreme exertions will it 
be possible. 

In the great rush of the (Iceman in- 
vasion, back In lull. France, fearing 
for her very life, summoned every 
man to arms. This was a mistake, 
for munitions factories were denuded 
of their skilled workmen ami many of 
them gnve their lives In stemming 
Von Kluck's sweep toward Paris. 

When the realization came that the 
munitions factories were hampered 
and thai their men could serve better 
there than In the army, a problem was 
presented, For these men were til- 
ready In the army, and no one was 
left outside except the men past 48 
years of age. those physically unlit, 
and a few great specialists. Keen the 
managers of Die shops were In the 



lighting line. 

The "work or fight" rule at once, 
therefore, became a reality, for men 
were sent back from the army to the 
factories only so long as they could 
serve better there than in the ranks, 
if their work proved unsatisfactory, 
they were promptly returned to their 
I laees yin the battle line. 

France has now found a reservoir 
of unskilled labor among the German 
prisoners. They are used for heavy 
work, and Chinese and Senegalese 
workers have been Imported for sup- 
plying other labor needs. Women 
have shown remarkable adaptability 
In the skilled trades, and do lOVOf 
really remarkable work in the muni- 
tions factories, particularly on shell! 

The supply of male skilled labor Oi 
military age. however, can only be In- 
creased by request to the ministry of 
munitions for the services of men at 
the front In many factories wounded 

soldiers have been employed advanta- 
geously on certain work. In practice 
the rule is thai men are not returned 
to munitions factories unless they 
imvc passed their thirty-fifth birthday 
or have servod two full years In the 
army. 

"It is not often necessary to send 
men back from the factories," snyi 
I. lent. Berthler, "The war is a fact 
to every man ami woman In Fran. e. 
We shall have to stop and think what 
We shall do when the war Is ended. 

"ffveryone works for the war. 
Think what Ii means that we have 
made guns to enable America to oilier 
the fighting line earlier than she OOtlld 
have done! Think of the land. I'ip

of his being wounded. Lieutenant 
Victor Biehn states this consists of 
a broken ankle. Hicks' company had 
been in the trenches since last Feb- 
ruary, yet the fighting hnd not been 
as severe ns the drive In which the 
Seventh Infantry engaged. "There 
are some of my men coming in each 
day," he writes. "The Company Is 
back on the firing line again, nnd 
there are only about sixty left, and 
there nre only two officers in the bat- 
talion. It looks as though the old 
outfit Is going to be a thing or the 
past, hut maybe they will yet be re- 
lieved soon, so they can go back to 
reorganizing. I certainly hope so. 
tor the Seventh Infantry has a won- 
derful history. II Is one or the first 
organized regiments of the regular 
army." 

Lieutenant Btehn's letter o July 
SOth tolls more of the severity of the 
lighting. He states that he hnd lost 
forty-one pounds, but that this was 
due to exhaustion. "They tell me I 
slept for 22 hours without Waking 
tip when they brought me back, and 
during that time I was transferred 
from hospital truck, then to train and 
back to truck and hospital again. I 
knew nothing of It Guess I was 
about all in." 

"The 2.1rd Division is over and 
ran of them used up already, as they 
were made into a replacement divis- 
ion. All except one regiment, nnd it 
was sent to Italy, more for moral ef- 
fect on the Italians than anything 
else. 

"When I was in command of my 
company I got 140 replacements rrom 
the 23rd. and it was certainly a shame 
to take those poor boys into action, as 
they simply didn't know how to play 
the game, but everyone or them was 
game and will make fine soldiers." 

Under date of July 2nth his letter 
tells or the fighting and how he came 
to be sent to a hospital.. "Have been 
through h — , since I last wrote you," 
he begins. "Wo went Into the first 
line the morning the rioche started 
their big drive. They succeeded in 
getting a few troops across the Mnrne. 
but .wo drove them back and kept 
driving them for eight days and 
nights. We didn't take time out to 
sleep and didn't have much to eat and 
at one time I filled my canteen with 
waler that was red from blood. We 
paid pretty dearly for the advance we 
made, but that is nil in the game. 
When my battalion was relieved and 
sent hack in support we had four of- 
ficers left. I am the only one left 
from Company f, and now I am not 
there, as I was sent to this base hos- 
pital on account of some kind of Bto- 
much trouble caused rrom drinking 
gassed water or eating spoiled canned 
nieut or snmchting. Anyway, I am till 
right again and want to get back, tor 
they still have the devils on the run. 

"I don't think I will get back to my 
company, as I have orders to report 
to a tank school us soon as I am re- 
leased from the hospital, and that 
mennB I won't get Into action again

WHERE AS: Ample canteen ser- 
vice has been established and is be- 
ing satisfactorily operated at the Im- 
portant Railway Divisional Points 
within the unit of which Maysville Is 
a part and the needs and wants of all 
troops are being fully provided for In 
rllis unit ; and, 

WHEREAS; To establish canteen 
service here would be beyond the pol- 
icy of the Red Cross Organization, and 
in effect n duplication or work and add 
greatly to the expense of the local 
chapter; and. 

WHERE A8: If this work should be 
undertaken It must be performed on 
a strictly mllltnry basis, thereby re- 
quiring the attention of from ten to 
fifteen of our most competent ladies, 
whose services are greatly needed In 
other kinds of important work; and, 
WHEREAS; The war work and 
government calls for money that the 
people of Mason county will be com- 
pelled to meet within the next twelve 
months will probably amount to two 
million dollars or more; and. 

WHEREAS: The Mason County 
Chapter has constantly held Itaet? 
ready to respond to all calls made upon 
it by troop train commanders, and has 
each time promptly met their re- 
quests, and Intends to continue this 
policy; therefore, 

BE IT RESOLVED: That it is the 
unanimous opinion of this Committee 
that this community is fully meeting 
Its war obligations and that there Is 
no present necessity for the establish- 
ment of railway canteen service nt 
Maysville.

75, you will see Hint an nvcrage of 
"C" Is required for passing. Pupils 
may make some "D's" and If there are 
sufficient "A's" and "B's" to raise the 
average to "C". yet pass. In genera:, 
pnrcnts can tell at a glance that if 
their children get "A" they are doin : 
excellent work. "B" good work, "C" 
passing work, and "D" Conditional 
work, below that fnlllng. I suggei I 
that parents be not satisfied with a 
"C" grade on the report of n child. 

Honor itoii 

The teachers were unanimous iii 
their belief that the Honor Roll 
should be continued, but continued on 
an absolute basis without any excep- 
tion that the child meet the four fol- 
lowing conditions, so, parents, plenie 
observe carefully these four require- 
ments and if your child has not made 
the four, do not embarrass the teach- 
er or myself by asking for special 
privileges: 

1. Deportment a or a- (at least 
90'/. .) 

2. Examination made in monthly 

test A or A- (nt least 90'i.> 

3. Must not have been tardy dur- 
ing the entire month, 

4. Must have been in school the en- 
tire month. 

The last condition Is the one that 
has been giving us considerable trou- 
ble, because occasionally a child is 
unavoidably detained nt home that 
meets all the other requirements. The 
parents then wonder why the child 
COUld not hi' put on the Honor Hull 
and especially if the child's absence 
is caused by sickness. However, 
when one child is excused on the ac- 
count of sickness. Tor four hourB for 
instance, some other parents wonder 
why their child who has been sick 
six hours Is not given the snme op- 
portunity, and if that is the ense, the 
next step Is why the child Is kept off 
the Honor Holl who has been sick one 
day. two days. etc. 

There are persons who watch for 
the Honor Holl every month more 
closely, perhaps, than any other news 
in the paper, and for It to be truly 
an Honor Holl it must be an honor 
that is not easily acquired else it 
loses its distinction. We want to 
make the requirements difficult our 
chief worry Is to make the require- 
ments absolutely just, putting il on 
exactly the same basis to every child. 
No doubt there w ill he scores of chil- 
dren who have made the Honor Holl 
requirements in one or more points, 
but yet, not in the entire four and 
there may be pupils left off the Hon- 
or Holl who are better students than 
some whose names are found on It. 
However that is no argument against 
the justice of the standards for Honor 
Holl mention.
